dren.

ing naar Oequeoc. 
The woman’s hus­ 
band was absent and she was alone 
In her home, surrounded by the forest 
fires. 
Evidences of back firing bear 
mute testimony to her hopeless fight 
for life. 
At least sixty families were living 
near the shore of Lake Huron in the 
IK-rthern half of Pulawski and Krakow 
townships and practically nothing has 
been heard from them since the flres. 
It is said that the flames swept all 
through this district to the w ater’s 
edge and it is feared more 
bodies 
*111 be found. 
At Grand Lake a farmer and wife 
and four children are known to have 
taken refuge in a boat and nothing 
has been heard from them since.

North Adams, Mass., Oct. 20.—The 
Berkshire mountain region in Western 
Massachusetts and the foothills of the 
Green mountain range in Southern 
Vermont are covered with a thick 
im oke pall from fires which have 
burned over hundreds of acres of tim­ 
ber land.

and hard times are unknown the Brit­ 
ish empire has missed a large trick, 
and I am free to say that it should 
belong to the United States and not to 
England. 
“England does not appreciate what a 
gem it has there, but 1 think the Unit­ 
ed States does, and when this magnifi­ 
cent country of Canada, which can 
house all the people of the world, and 
the United States get together and can 
form a nation of their own it will make 
Germany and Russia and France look 
very sick.

“Considering the fact that I am an 
English subject, it Is rather hard to be 
treated as a rank outsider.” 
Harold 
D. Richardson said this In a burst of 
temper at the Carlton hotel In London 
the other afternoon. 
While Mr. Richardson Is for Toronto 
by birth and inclination, he Is for the 
United States by tendency, and Lon­ 
don bas not changed his feelings, al­ 
though he lives there. 
“I am treated In London Just as 
though I were a voter In the United 
States and not a subject of his gra­ 
cious majesty King Edward,” said Mr. 
Richardson to a London correspondent 
of the New York Herald. “Now, what 
Is the use of being an English sub­ 
ject lf you receive no consideration I 
I am called an American, and I think 
I would be better off to be one. 
“If we Canadians all joined you 
Americans there would be something 
doing in the North American continent, 
and the English government would sit 
up and take notice. 
“There will be one great country in 
the world, and that will be the United 
States of North America. The United 
States already is dominant in the 
world’s politics, but the United States 
of North America will be the boss of 
It all. 
“Canada Is an empire that England 
has overlooked. 
England lost Aus­ 
tralia by peanut politics, and It has 
almost lost Canada, which is much 
better in my estimation. 
In that tre­ 
mendous country in the northeast of 
Canada where the snow rarely flies 
and hard times are unknown the Brit­ 
ish empire has missed a large trick, 
and I am free to say that It should 
belong to the United States and not to 
England. 
“England does not appreciate what a 
gem It has there, but I think the Unit­ 
ed States does, and when this magnifi­ 
cent country of Canada, which can 
house all the people of the world, and 
the United States get together and can 
form a nation of their own it will make 
Germany and Russia and France look 
very sick. 
“The 
territorial 
expansion 
which 
Canada offers for the overflow popula­ 
tion of England or Germany or Russia 
is much greater than the United States 
can offer, and that is saying a whole 
lot, because the United States has been 
the dumping ground for the overflow 
and refuse of many nations for the 
last hundr< 
years 
“With this combination of territory 
and people, no m atter what politics is, 
in the United States, this tremendous 
tract of Canada and the tremendou 
virility of the United States, then 
would he no stopping of it by the pun.' 
monarchies of Europe. 
“England, our mother country, is al 
most having nightmares because sh< 
lbt Australia get loose, aud she ma) 
probably regret Canada quite as much 
I think she will regret it more. How 
ever, all Canadians, as far as I know 
and all Americans agree wdtb me that 
the unification of the continent of 
North America would be an empir- 
making idea that none could object to 
not for the promulgation of a Napo 
leon, but for the promulgation of th* 
best interests of the people. 
“We from across the water are a.- 
strangers 
to 
our 
mother 
country 
whether we come from the land south 
of Hudson bay or north from the strai 
of Magellan. It is the same from th* 
two continents of North and Sou ti: 
America, whose inhabitants are unwel­ 
come from North America to England 
and from South America to Spain. 
“While the United States, with its 
eastern possessions, now almost reach 
es halfway around the world, it will 
when Canada joins it reach from the 
Rio Grande to the Hudson bay. and 
that will he far enough north and far 
enough south to suit most any one 
Let us leave Mexico for further con­ 
sideration. 
“Certainly, in my estimation, Canada 
and the United States should be under 
one government, one language, one 
ambition and one hope. It will be a 
country that nothing can beat”

capacity for self government than had 
Spain in 250 years. 
The next great question to be taken 
up, and solved by the republicans was 
the currency question. 
The gold stand­ 
ard has been established. 
The Nation­ 
al bank law has been so amended th. t 
in towns of less than 30(H) inhabitants 
national banks can be established with 
a capital of $25,000, the foimer mini­ 
mum being $50,000. 
They have also 
passed a bill to provide for the elastici­ 
ty of the currency, which in the opin­ 
ion of financiers will obviate all danger 
of future panics and give a sufficient 
volume of money for the moving of the 
crops. 
He set forth the facts regarding the 
enactment and enforcement of laws 
against monoplies. 
The Sherman anti­ 
trust bill, he said, was passed during 
Harrison’s administration. 
It was ut­ 
terly ignored during Cleveland’s second 
term and only since the return to re­ 
publican administration had any pro­ 
gress been made in that direction. 
Turning to the question of labor, he 
showed clearly that the republican par­ 
ty had done much for the advancement 
of its cause. 
The safety appliance law, 
the employers’ liability law, the laws 
limiting hours of labor, the ashpan law, 
so-called, compelling railroads to use 
automatic ash pans, were among those 
passed by this party. 
Referring to the 
matter of injunctions he said that he 
does not believe that the American 
working men want permission to break 
the laws; he is sure that they are too 
self-respecting to want that. 
No in­ 
junction, he said, can be issued in a la­ 
bor dispute that can not for the same 
reason be issued in any other dispute. 
Only two things can be enjoined—vio­ 
lence to person and property and the 
secondary boycott. 
The courts had 
upheld the right of the workmen to or­ 
ganize and to strike, even to induce 
others to strike, but they can not, and 
he does not believe the mass of the 
workingmen want the right to intimi­ 
date others to destroy property. 
As to 
the boycott, the courts have decided 
that any labor organization has a right 
to boycott any firm against whom they 
have a grievance, but they have no 
right to declare a boycott upon any 
other part of the American people be­ 


cause they choose to do business with 
those on whom the ban of boycott has 
been placed. 
He referred briefly to Bryan’s slo­ 
gan, *:Lct the people rule.” The peo­ 
ple always did rule and always will 
rule, through their representatives and 
through the party that has the confi­ 
dence and ballots of the majority of the 
voters of the nation. 
What Bryan 
really means is “ let the people rule 
through the democratic party and Bry­ 
an rather than through the republican 
party and T aft.” 
He paid tribute to the work of Con­ 
gressman Lindbergh and said he was 
worthy of the support of every repub­ 
lican in the district. 
Then he turned 
to state issues. 
He said Johnson had 
accepted the nomination, not because 
he wanted the office, but in order to 
help keep the democratic narty in shape 
for 1912. 
He challenged the proof of 
any legislation or other work of benefit 
to the people which had actually been 
brought about by Gov. Johnson either 
before or since his election. 
Contrast­ 
ing his records of words rather than 
deeds with that of Hon Jacob F. Jacob­ 
son, he showed that the latter had been 
responsible for and instrumental in se­ 
curing more legislation for the benefit 
of the producers and the small business 
men than any other man in the history 
of Minnesota legislation. 
Senator Nel­ 
son was governor during a part of Mr. 
Jacobson’s service in the legislature 
and was in a position to know whereof 
he speaks. 
He enumerated the various 
bills secured by Mr. Jacobson which, 
while none of them have damaged the 
railroads, all have benefitted the people. 
He closed with a hearty tribute to the 
industry, ability and honesty of the re­ 
publican candidate for governor and 
urged all republicans to vote, not only 
for him, but for every man on the tick­ 
et, declaring that all are worthy of con­ 
fidence and that all stand for the prin­ 
ciples which through the republican par­ 
ty have made America the greatest and 
most prosperous country in the world.

Speaker Paid High Tribute to 
the Work and Worth of Hon. 
Jacob F. Jacobson 


Despite a heavy east wind which, 
laden with smoke from the Michigan 
fires, whipped the sand into one’s face 
in clouds making breathing difficult, 
and progress almost impossible against 
the gate, a large crowd gathered at the 
opera house Monday evening to listen 
to Senator Knute Nelson discuss the 
political issues of the day. 
Mayor Wise presided over the meet­ 
ing, and in the graceful manner which is 
characteristic of him introduced the 
speaker of the evening. Senator Nel­ 
son, both in his manner and address re­ 
minds one of the late Senator Allison, 
of Iowa, the Nestor of the senate for 
many years, and is destined, if Minne­ 
sota keeps him in the senate, to sue 
ceed to the unquestioned leadership of 
the late Iowan. 
His address was strongly logical 
With no figures of speech except the 
ten Arabic numerals he proceeded to 
set forth the reasons the republican 
party had to advance why they would 
again be entrusted with the mangement 
of national affairs. He took up the 
tariff question, showing the effects ot 
the late unlamented Gorman-Wilson 
tariff and contrasting that with the 
prosperity 
under the Dingley 
bill. 
Eleven years, he said, have caused 
changes in conditions which necessitated 
the revision of the tariff. 
It should, 
however, be revised along lines de­ 
signed to give protection to American 
workingmen and which had resulted in 
prosperity in the past, not along pure­ 
ly revenue lines, such as are advocated 
by the democrats and as existed in the 
Wilson-Gorman tariff. The measures 
of protection, he declared, should be 
the measure of the difference of the 
cost of production between American 
and foreign countries, and such as would 
give American workmen ^the American 
market, the best in the world. 
Passing to the issues growing out of 
the Spanish-American war he showed 
what the republican party had accom­ 
plished for the betterment of the con­ 
dition of the people wrested from under 
the tyrranny of Spain. In less than ten 
years America has given Porto Rico a 
legislature of its own and practical lo­ 
cal self government. 
It has estab­ 
lished a system of free schools at which 
not only the Spanish but the English 
languages are taught. It has 
wit­ 
nessed the solution of the question of 
self government in Cuba and has in 
seven and one-half years in the Philip­ 
pines brought about more advancement 
of the people toward civil liberty and 
capacity for self government than had 
Spain in 250 years. 
The next great question to be taken 
up, and solved by the republicans was 
the currency question. The gold stand­ 
ard has been established. The Nation­ 
al bank law has been so amended th. t 
in towns of less than 3000 inhabitants 
national banks can be established with 
a capital of $25,000, the foimer mini­ 
mum being $50,000. They have also 
passed a bill to provide for the elastici­ 
ty of the currency, which in the opin­ 
ion of financiers will obviate all danger 
of future panics and give a sufficient 
volume of money for the moving of the 
crops. 
He set forth the facts regarding the 
enactment and enforcement of laws 
against monoplies. The Sherman anti­ 
trust bill, he said, was passed during 
Harrison’s administration. It was ut­ 
terly ignored during Cleveland's second 
term and only since the return to re- 
publiaan administration had any pro­ 
gress been made in that direction. 
Turning to the question of labor, he 
showed clearly that the republican par­ 
ty had done much for the advancement 
of its cause. The safety appliance law, 
the employers’ liability law, the laws 
limiting hours of labor, the ashpan law, 
so-called, compelling railroads to use 
automatic ash pans, were among those 
passed by this party. Referring to the 
matter of injunctions he said that he 
does not believe that the American 
working men want permission to break 
the laws; he is sure that they are too 
self-respecting to want that. No in­ 
junction, he said, can be issued in a la­ 
bor dispute that can not for the same 
reason be issued in any other dispute. 
Only two things can be enjoined—vio­ 
lence to person and property and the 
secondary boycott. 
The courts had 
upheld the right of the workmen to or­ 
ganize and to strike, even to induce 
others to strike, but they can not, and 
he does not believe the mass bof the 
workingmen want the right to intimi­ 
date others to destroy property. As to 
the boycott, the courts have decided 
that any labor organization has a right 
to boycott any firm against whom they 
have a grievance, but they have no 
right to declare a boycott upon any 
other part of the American people be-

Bulgaria is in a position to mobilize 
her forces thoroughly and speedily and 
therefore no active m easures will be 
undertaken unless Turkey gives evi­ 
dence of m anifest intentions to make 
war by the transference of any consid­ 
erable bodies of troops from Asia 
Minor. 
In ihe m eantim e the situation is un­ 
deniably precarious. 
It is reported 
that there will be intervention of the 
powers in the commerce of Bulgaria 
for the paym ent of the Rumelian 
tribute and this is a disturbing fac­ 
tor.

LARGE CROWDS 
IISTENTO TAFT 


Republican Candidate Talks In 


Eastern Cities. 


SCORES DEMOCRATIC LEADER 


Hits Straight at His Opponent With 
More Force Than He Used in the 
North, West or South—Carries His 
Campaign to the Very Doors of New 
York City and Indicates Character 
of Speeches He Will Make in the 


Empire State. 


Baltimore, Oct. 20.—H itting straight 
at his opponent, Mr. Bryan, with even 
more force than in the North, W est 
of South, Judge W illiam H. Taft car­ 
ried his campaign to the very doors of 
New York city and gave a clear Indi­ 
cation of the character of speeches he 
will m ake in the Empire state next 
week. 
Mr. Taft spent three hours in 
Newark, an hour In Elizabeth, an hour 
and tw enty m inutes in Trenton, an 
hour in W ilmington and the entire 
evening In Baltimore. 
He encounter­ 
ed trem endous crowds and enthusiasm 
rpontaneous and ample. 
His extend­ 
ed efforts of the day were at Newark, 
Elizabeth and Baltimore. 
At Newark 
he gave attention to all the issues 
save labor. 
In his Elizabeth speech 
he dwelt solely on the labor question, 
and in this city he combined the New­ 
ark and Elizabeth speeches. 
The zest with which Delaware re­ 
ceived the candidate resulted in cur­ 
tailing the W ilmington speech to but 
a few lines. 
The crowd in the square 
opposite the public building, where 
the speaker’s stand stood, was so 
jammed with people that it was with 
the greatest difficulty that Mr. T aft 
was gotten through. 
And when he 
reached the stand the pressure in the 
throng was so great that many wo­ 
men and children were removed in 
distress. 
One youngster was raised 
above the heads of the people near the 
stand, and 
Mr. Taft reaching out, 
grasped the boy And placed him on the 
stand. Mr. Taft realized and so stated, 
that his voice was such that he could 
not be heard by the crowd. 
“I can only say to you,” he re­ 
marked, “that from what. I have seen 
in New Jersey today, and what I have 
seen In Delaware today, and what I 
saw in the South and West, in the past 
three weeks, I am going to be elected, 
and it would give me the greatest 
pride If in that electoral vote T could 
have the three from Delaware." 
“The real issue of the campaign,” 
said Mr. Taft in his speech here, “Is 
w hether you think the Republican par­ 
ty by what it has done in the past 
twelve years is entitled to your con­ 
fidence. 
“Even if it has done something to 
displease you, is it not much to be 
preferred to the Democratic party, un­ 
der any circum stances, considering the 
history of that party, and considering 
th# peculiarities—to use no more of­ 
fensive expression—of the leadership 
of that party?”

LONG JOURNEY ENDED. 


Battleshio Alabama Completes Voy- 
ane Around the World. 
New' York. Ort. 20.—Through a dull 
brown curtain of haze and smoke 
whUh overhung the tortuous entrance 
to New York harbor the preat w'hite 
hull of the battleship Alabama crepl 
cautiously into port and dropped an­ 
chor off Tompkinsville, completing a 
voyage around the world in 309 days. 
More than 35 OOO miles of all the seas 
of all the world lay behind her. 
Except In one particular, the Ala­ 
bama finished her long swing around 
tho great circle as fit for a fight as 
when she sailed from Hampton Roads 
on Dec. 16, last, as one of the great 
fleet which went forth on a mission of 
peace. 
Seven years of steam ing has 
put the hollers of the great ship to a 
severe teat and repairs are necessary. 


RECEPTION BY JAPANESE. 


The Heartiest Accorded the American 
Fleet on Its Journey. 
Tokio, Oct. 20.—The reception ac­ 
corded the American Atlantic fleet by 
the government and people of Japan 
is conceded by the American naval of­ 
ficers to he the heartiest and most 
perfectly carried out of the many re­ 
ceptions received by the fleet since it 
Bailed from Hampton Roads. Rear Ad­ 
miral Sperry said that he was utterly 
unable to say how it. had been accom­ 
plished, but th at th e welcome given 
the fleet, and Its officers and men here 
has been so carefully planned and car­ 
ried out to the m ost m inute detail 
that a lasting Im pression has been 
stam ped upon the mind of every Amer­ 
ican who has w itnessed it. 
The men of the Am erican and Tapa- 
nese fleet are fraternizing everywhere 
in Tokio and Yokohama. 
Every wish 
of the American sailors is anticipated. 
and each bluejacket finds an English 
speaking guide am ong the Japanese 
sailors. 
The American uniform is the 
"open sesam e” everyw here, the cor­ 
diality of the Japanese extending to 
the inhabitants of th e most remote 
villages. 
It Is Im possible to doubt 
the sincerity of th e Japanese. 
The 
American officers and sailors are al­ 
ready beginning to understand the 
fact that the evident desire on the part 
of the Japanese for the friendship of 
America is not founded on opportun­ 
ism, hut finds its source in a sincere 
wish to show th at such friendship, at 
least on part of the Japanese, has ex­ 
isted always, and that this visit of the 
fleet has m erely afforded the Japa­ 
nese an opportunity for the expres­ 
sion of that feeling.

throng. As he em erged from the sta­ 
tion a great quantity of red fire and 
Roman candles were set off, the crowd 
all th e while wildly cheering. 
As the 
long procession of m otor cars passed 
down the street th eir occupants con­ 
tinued the pyrotechnic display. 
From 
Pilsen park the D em ocratic candidate 
w as escorted to A rcade hall, where 
another big crowd was on hand and 
accorded him an ovation. 
Many in 
th e Pilsen park audience were labor­ 
ing people. 
“If I am elected president,” said Mr. 
Bryan, “and tha m ore I travel and 
m ingle with the people th e more con­ 
vinced I am that I will be elected—if 
I am elected I intend to have a secre­ 
tary of labor as a m em ber of the cabi­ 
net. 
The affairs of th e workingmen 
of this country are too great not to j 
have a representative on the pres!-1 
dent’s advisory board.

Taking up the subject of publication 
of campaign funds, Mr. B ryan said: 
"I asked a large audience whether 
they were in favor of th e Republican 
m ethod of publishing 
contributions 
afte r the campaign, or th e Democratic 
way of publishing them before. 
I 
asked all in favor of th e Republican 
way to hold up their hands. 
Not one 
hand was displayed.” 
Caused a Distinct Sensation. 
T h e features of W illiam J. Bryan’s 
journey through his native state of 
Illinois was the accusation, repeatedly 
m ade, that the Republican party was 
now preparing to purchase the elec­ 
tion. 
The statem ent, first made at 
Alton, caused a distinct sensation. 
The Democrats, he said, w ere asking 
only for $100,000 w ith w hich to finish
